The  uses  of  Lilies  are  manifold.  They  can  be  grown 
in  bods  by  themselves  with  good  effect.  They  can  be 
used  in  mixed  herbaceous  borders  with  entire  success 
because  of  their  varying  heights,  many  colors  and  dif- 
ferent flowering  periods.  Certain  Lilies  can  be  grown 
among  shrubbery  most  satisfactorily.

In  the  following  pages  we  suggest  a few  planting 
combinations  of  German  Iris  and  other  hardy  peren- 
nials which  are  not  so  well  known  as  the  above  but 
which  create  equally  wonderful  color  effects  in  the 
garden.  The  first  mentioned  variety  in  each  case  is 
the  taller  and  so  should  be  planted  directly  behind  the 
other  one. 

As  a rule  9-12"  is  the  right  distance  apart  for  the 
plants  in  the  groups  with  about  12-15"  space  between 
groups.
